The main issue under consideration was whether or 
not Mr. Johnson was telling the truth when he claimed that he had no guilty 
knowledge of, nor had he participated in, intentionally exposing himself to 
four-year^ld^ g a^gwp at Boy Scout Gamp Attakapas in LaSalle Parish on 
February 25, 1988, 

The facts concerning this case were provided the polygraphist by 
District Attorney Dan Cornett of the Twenty-fourth Judicial District.
